The 
Dusiness of the meeting consisted of a report 
read by President W. u. Smith, showing the 
work done by the synod during the past year 
im the way of dedication,new charges formed 


and new pastors elected. 

The election of oMcers, which took place 
immediately after the reading of this report, 
resulted as follows: President, Rev. M. F. 
Foxell, Springfield, III.; Secretary, Rev. D. 
A. Shetier, Quincy, III., ana Treasurer, Rev. 
H. M. Breurr, Carthage, III. The remainder 
of the session was taken up with ecclesiasti- 
cal business in connection with the Synod. 

The afternoon. session, which convened at 
2p. m., was devoted io the reading of the 
reportsiof different committees and congrega- 
tions and the examination of candidates for 
the yt 

The election of delegatesto the General 
Synod, which meets at lLiagestown, Na., 
next May, will take place later during the 
eenvention.

Atthetimethe physicians applied for 
a leave of absence Health Commissioner 
Homanipformed them that they would be 
granted no leaves of absence this year un- 
less they put some substitute in their place. 

This decision was an innovation on the 
custom which had obtained for. years of 
granting the Dispensary physicians leaves of 
absence with pay. Allofthe employes of the 
other departments of the city are .ailven 
leaves of absence each year, and the injustice 
of the discrimination against the Dispensary 
physicians was polated out by the Poer- Dis- 
PATCH and the attention of Mayor Walbridge 
was called to the matter.

party, which was largely composed of mer- 
ehants, capitalisis and newspaper repre- 
sentatives, left st. Louis on a special train 
over the Merchants’ Terminal Railroad, and 
crossing the Merchants’ Bridge arrived in 


Granite City about twenty-five minutes after 
their departure from the Olive street Sta- 
tion. Most of the gentlemen present had 
heard something about some money being 
spent to lay out an industrial city 
opposite North St. Louis, dut they 
were all wholly up prepared for the 
sight of improvements on 60 grand a 
scale as those of Granite (City. The Messrs. 
Niedringhaus have laid the foundations ef a 
city which will Be a monument to their name 
and a boon to the working people. They 
have secured 3,000 acres of bigh and level 
land on which they he ve laid outa elty after 
the plan followed in the laying out of an 
idealcity. Tbe principal streets all rantoa 
common center, which is higher than tne 
rest of the property. At the point where 
they converge there is a park which 
may be seen from any quarter of the town 
and which will prove a landmark to stran- 
gers. The town has been sewered throughout 
and is supplied with an abundance of good 
pure water by a waterworks almost oppo- 
site st. Louis new waterworks. These same 
waterworks also supply the towns of Madi- 
son and Venice. Granitoid sidewalks and 
guttering have been put in on some of the 
principal streets and vitrified brick is used 
as paving. The other streets are constructed 
of macadam and sapplied with wooden side- 
walks. 

A number of neat and artistic homes have 
been builtin the newcity and are occupied 
by the workmen who are putting up the tac- 
tortes. Unlike Pullman, the project- 
ors of Granite will not

Mr. Wright made telling points against 
the principle of compulsion in arbitra- 
tion.

Under the 
law Labor Commissioner Wright must no 
only assume a general supervision of labor 
statistics and interests, but is ex-officio a 
member of any National Arbitration Com- 
mittee which the President may appoint 

to investigate a labor difficulty.

It darkened the whole day for me—even 
amid the Adirondack sunshine—when I 
learned that Dr. Holmes was dead. 

I do not think that there s ever a writer, 
unless it were Charles Lamb, who impressed 
bis own individuality so strongly upon his 
work. Toread him was to know him and 
to know him was to love him. Certainly no 
American of our time, with the possible ex- 
ception of Lowell, was so dear to the British 


people, 

To me personally there were special rea- 
sons which made all he said appeal to me 
with great intensity. His medical training 
peeped out in every paragraph, and his 
similes drawn from our common profession 
are exquisite. You remember, for example, 
where he says that the mind of the Digot is 
like the pupil of the eye, the more light you 
throw into it the smaller it grows. 

And then there are other qualities which 
are better even than fine style and ripe 
knowledge and poetic thought. These are 
proadaess of heart, freedom from small re- 
ligious or national prejudices, kindliness of 
nature. 

All of these Dr. Holmes had as ng writer of 
our time has had them,.and it ishisuse of 
them which has made his name loved and 
revered wherever English is spoken.
